Such immigrants cannot then be ad- 
mitted except after a favorable decis- 
ion made by at least three out of four 
inspectors assigned for that purpose, 
and any decision to admit shall be sub- 
ject to appeal by any dissenting inspec- 
tor to the Superintendent of Immigia- 
tiou, whose action shall be subject to 
review by the Secretary of the Trcas. 
This action will put an end to the one- 
man power under which the Superin- 
tendent of Immigration at .New York 
has ovenuled all of bis subordinates 
and decided all questions of this kind 
to suit himself. 


Another section of the bill provides 


that no bond or guarantee, written or 
oral, that an alien immigrant shall not 
become a public charge shall be re- 
ceived from any person, companv, cor- 
poration or association, unless author- 
ity to receive tiie same shall in "each 
special case" be given by the Superin- 
tendent of Immigration with the wi it- 
ten approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasmy.

The ancient Egyptians lived three times 


as long as the modern "lotus eaters." •In- 
stances of surprising and authentic longev- 
ity among the classic Greeks and Romans 
are not at all rare. Pliny notes the fact 
that in the reign of the Emperor Vespasian 
(70 A. D.) there were 134 men living in a 
limited area on the Eiver Po who were 100 
years old and upward. Three of these were 
140 and seven others over 130. Cicero's 
wife lived to be 103, and the Roman actress, 
Luceja, played in public after she had cele- 
brated her 112th birthday.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

He is white, 
with a long tail, and hops about like his 
namesake of Australia. He burrows im- 
mense holes, and a truthful raneher once 
told me he had poured 75 inches of water 
into one ot their burrows for 48 hours and 
yet the tunnel never showed signs of filling. 
"They must be at the bottom of the earth," 
he reflectively remarked, and concluding 
said, "The mischief of it is he always se- 
lects the finest land," which shows they are 
not wanting in good sense.
